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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1, the closest prior art Shibagaki et al. disclose a transmitter 
for a remote control system comprising: a battery that supplies an operating voltage; an key 
operation means that receives an instruction from an operator; a memory that stores a rolling 
code corresponding to a number of times the key operation means is operated; a writing means 
that increments the rolling code stored in the memory every time the key operation means is 
operated and writes the incremented rolling code into the memory; a transmission section that 
transmits a signal including the rolling code stored in the memory to a receiver of the remote 
control system (see col. 1, line 66 to col. 3, line 13). The closest prior art Shibagaki et al fail to 
disclose a dummy load circuit that consumes an amount of power corresponding to an amount of 
power required for a process of writing the rolling code into the memory by the writing means; 
and a writing propriety determination means that drives the dummy load circuit and determines 
propriety of writing of the rolling code by the writing means based on a degree of decrease in 
battery voltage caused by driving the dummy load circuit prior to the writing of the rolling code 
by the writing means, as specified in the independent claim L 

Claims 2-3 depend on claim 1 . Therefore, they are allowed.
